A counterfeit of the five-dollar United 


States 
silver 
certific.Tte, 
series of 


1890, was forwarded, a few days ago 
to Hie secret service bureau at the treas- 
ury department from Chicago. It was, 
the first A\ hich had been received sin'ce 
la&t January, and experts declared it 
is a clever piece of work, which would 
not he detected as, a coxinterfeit except 
under close scrutiny. It had ti num- 
ber of points about it which stamp it as 
being spurious, but which would not 
be noticed in the least by the laity. 


"I had been expecting- this note to 


turn up for a long- time," said Chief 
Ilazen, of the secret service "bureau, t 
n Star reporter the other day, as h 
shoved the counterfeit note across th 
table to be examined Iby the reporter 
"I am rather surprised that we hav 
not secured it before. 


"It comes from Chicago, and from 


certain ear marks which I can detec 
about it it is the work of a noted couu 
terfeiter by i,he name of John Alfrec 
L'Koog. L'Koog is a Swede, about : 
years of age, and rather clever «s 
note maker, lie escaped from Jolie 
prison, Illinois, last, ilavcli, where h 
had been sent from Chicago for cqun 
lerf citing, With two oilier men. The;; 
were coin ankers, named Jacob John 
son and James Foley. They were re 
captured and' returned] to the prison 
but so far L'Koog' lias eluded 
watchfulness of the officers.

It 
s a paradox, but thcie are never thieves 
imong them. \Vhat I mean is, while 
:!iey follow counterfeiting, which is 
one of the worst crimes imaginable, 
hey \\ould not rob 
or burglaiizc 


M<hiy of -them tmve lieen Icnoxvn to be 
exceedingly charitable, though it maj 


said i«f they tire successful they .can 


easily afford to be so, Tlioy are a mild- 
ei class thnii that of an_\ other orimin- 
ils. They never cause trouble in any 
community wherever they may happen 
o be. out&idc of the counterfeiting. 
"There are not so main' women in tho 


business as formerly; 
\\Iiy, cannot 


ust be explained. There nre few fe- 
males in it now, and those who are en- 
raged in the business cooperate with 
heir hubfbands, The man 
generally 


makes the money, and the woman 
passes it, as sh<? does, not find so much 
louble in doing so. 
'"There is more coining of the queer 


u the west and southwest sections of 
he country than in the others. It prob- 
ably started there and lias continued. 
It is transmitted from lather to son, 
ust like any other trade, and flourishes 
n much-the same, manner as does illicit 
listilling. 


"It is a mistaken idea to suppose that 


counterfeiters, as has been stated, buy 
ilver and make it into coin, thereby 
gaining the profit which the stamp is 
upposed to add to it. J\ot by any 
neans. A counterfeiter will not pay 
0 cents or G2 cents an ounc-e for siher 
o use when he can get the same results 
differently. 
He buys antimony, tin, 


Blaster of paris, and other materials, 
he vOiole outfit costing about $1.50. 
Yith these he can get out coin to the 
'ace value of $200 or $300. They wish 
o make as- much as possible out of as 
ittle as possible. 
"We recognize the work of iudivid- 
3! coin counterfeiters by the manner 
n which the coins are finished, as to 
he milling on the edges, and other de- 
ails. It is very seldom that we are mis- 
aken-m this, respect. Every one has 
lis own. mark."—Washington Star.

THE TACTICS Olf 1873. 


No less a personage than Hon. Wil- 


liam E. Chandler, United States Sena- 
tor from New Hampshire, complains 
that certain clauses of the new tariff 
bill wore surreptitiously incorporated 
as were those eliminating the silver 
dollar and demonetizing silver in the 
act of 1873. 
Mr. Chandler, in a letter 


to the Boston Herald, says the clause 
in the new tariff bill imposing ten per 
cent extra duty on all foreign products 
coming into the United States through 
Canada was written in the bill as new 
matter by the Conference Committee 
by which means it was adopted by both 
Houses of Congress without 
being 


noticed by any of the members except 
those engaged in the scheme. Senator 
Chandler points out that the Confer- 
ence Committee went 
beyond 
its 


powers when it itserted this important 
amendment into a clause of the law 
but it is there, nevertheless, and it can- 
not be eliminated except Congress is 
convened in special session to amend 
the act. 


Mr. Chandler says that Senator Can 


non in open session of the Senate 
asked whether the Conference Com- 
mittee intended to do anything bu 
settle the differences between the two 
houses and pot .no new matter in the 
bill, and Senator Allison replied em 
phatioally that of course the commit 
tee did not. 


It appears that the schemers in Con 


gress are using the same tactics tha 
they did in 1873. 
Then Senator Sher 


man, who had charge of the mint bil 
in reply to a question by Senato 
Stewart, said the bill did not chang 
the coinage laws, but related exclu 
sively to mint 
matters. 
Presiden 


Grant, who approved the bill, did no 
know that it demonetized silver, ye 
when the act appeared ia the statute 
the little joker was there and the mint 
were closed against silver, and ons o 
the money metals of the Constitution 
was stricken down in the house of it 
friends. 
All efforts to test the con 


stitutionaiity of that act in the Su 
preme Court have failed. A bar of sil 
ver of the requisite weight and fluenes 
was presented by Denver men at th 
Philadelphia miat for coinage. The 
superintendent ef the mint in accord- 
ance with the instructions of Oharies 
Foster, than Secretary of the Treasury, 
refused to eoin the silver. Proceed- 
ings were commenced in the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia and 
Mr. Foster was cited to appear and 
show cause why ho did not order tli e 
bullion coined. 
That was near the 


close of President Han icon's adminis- 
tration and Secretary Foster resigned 
rather than appear in court.

A Comparison of American and iinjjHs'i 


Systems. 


The recent action taken against the 


Board of Supervisors of the City aud 
County of San Francisco, the scandals 
which are so frequently brought to 
light, and the complaints which are so 
constantly recurrent iu connection 
with American city government, has 
led the wiiter to believe that a aeries 
of articles on the municipal adminis- 
tration o! English type ciues would not 
be without interest to the people of the 
West. It is deemed an irrefutable arg- 
ument, when one impugns the condi- 
tion of our American cities and up- 
holds the condition in foreign munici- 
palities as models to bo emulated and 
adopted, to exclaim, that the conditions 
and environments of this country are 
BO totally different from those of any 
other that they of necessity preclude 
the trial of any other systems than 
those ^hich are indigenous to the soil 
and have grown up and prospered as 
the American people have expanded. 


That our conditions and environ- 


ments are dissimilar is true, We live 
in a political atmosphere different from 
most nations. But that the problems 
and questions which now, or soon will 
confront our local institution are dif- 
ferent radically from those that have 
confronted other growing towns is an 
argument that has little validity and 
strength to support it. There are such 
questions as the governing body, Health 
and 
Street 
departments, Gas and 


Water rates, Railroad franchises and 
privileges and a multitude of others 
of municipal interest, that must be 
grappled with and settled by one and 
all. And so, if we would be modern 
and up to date in our city governments 
and desirous of advancing and better- 
ing tbe condition oi city people, rich 
and poor alike, we must be wide-awake 
and 
watchful. 
Scrutinize carefully 


the undertakings and operations of 
sister cities. Watch them well and see 
if they work in practice as in theory 
and when satisfied draw your conclu- 
sions and do not hesitate to put them 
to test. It is only when this spirit has 
been inf nsed-this spirit of the greatest 
good for the greatest number, of public 
rather than private benefit, for general 
rather than individual gain, that wo 
may begin to hope for perfect munici- 
pal government. Till then we must, 
preforce, sit by and suffer oar cities to 
remain in their degraded condition, 
chained hand aud foot to the pp.rty 
boss, the grab bag of every petty 
official, Hable at every turn to the 
plunder and pillage of a horde of free- 
booters utterly corrupt, devoid of prin- 
ciple aud entirely bereft of conscience 
—a scurvy batch of political outcasts. 


It is Hku coming from an opium den 


into the open air to turn from a con- 
sideration of American municipal con- 
ditions to those of our mother country 
across the waters. Here everything is 
order and satisfaction. There are no 
petty peculations, no party fraud and 
boss, favoritism and yet the English 
people have never been accused of 
having fewer privileges and less free- 
dom than we on this side of the Atlan- 
tic.

Mr. Stewart Culin, director of 
the 


Museum of Arcnaeclogy andPaleontol- 


1 ogy of the Unhcrsity of Pennsylvania, 
' whose advance articles on the work he 


j is compiling on the games of the world 


I has attracted so muck attention, haa 


j been spending a few days at the Na- 
tional Museum in pursuit of his. stud- 
ies. 'For the past eig-lit years, Director 
Culiu has been collecting data and spec- 
imens of games which arc played by all 
the nations of the world, aud has also 
made us complete a collection us possi- 
ole of specimens extant of the gaiueb 
played by the most ancient peoples. 


"Games generally," suid Mr. Culin, 
:aro remarkable for their similarity, 
which, extends, practically to identity, 
ia all parts of tbeearth, in all times ami 
among people of the hig-licst and the 
lowest culture. Any inferences in ret- 
.erence to the contact of races aud mi- 
grations must bo made with extreme 
caution, as we iind pretty much the 
same games everywhere. The games of 
amusement played at the present day 
by civilized people aic clearly survivaK 
of divinitary rites-, this fact being 
shown by the position which all games 
occupy among the people whom we call 
savages. The more complicated games, 
such as playing cards, appear to have 
direct relations with the 
divinitary 


calendar. And the counting boards or 
cables, upon which pieces of wood are 
moved, as in backgammon or chess, 
have similar relations. 


The collection shown at Atlanta, 


while occupying a great deal of space 
and apparently diversified in character, 
merely represented an attempt to illus- 
trate the development oi two types ot 
games which are represented to-day 
by playing cards and chess. In the 
course of these investigations it is 
shown that in a sense playing cards in 
one form or another are practically uni- 
versal, and were known to many of the 
tribes o£ the American continent aute- 
dating the discovery. Their most high- 
ly artistic form occurs in the gambling 
sticks of the Indians of our northwest 
coast. These gambling sticks, it is dem- 
onstrated, were derived from, arrow 
shaftmcnts marked with emblems of 
place and personality. 


"The cards of northeast Asia, such ns 


are used in Coiea, reveal precisely the 
same origin us these arrow Uiaftments. 
Chinese cards connect wilh them, and 
our own cards muy be regarded as the 
legitimate issues oL the same series." 


Incidentally in the collection a num- 


ber of highly artistic pucks of playing 
cards arc exhibited, intended to illus- 
trate the uncient and existing curds of 
the principal nations. 
A Persian, set 


among the" oriental curds is of strik- 
ingly artistic beauty. The card pieces 
are painted with delicate miniatures ex- 
ecuted xipon a ground of g-olcl foil. Cu- 
riously enough, the game placed with 
them is our familiar game of poker 


Gen. A. Hxratmn-Schindler, of Teher- 


an, in reply to a letter ol! inquirj, hns
